2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
42-47 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 42-47 
have been cancelled. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose or suggest a device for removing at least one component from 
a first substance using a second substance, including a static, co-current contacting 
mixing section having plural curved flow path stages, wherein adjacent stages have an 
effective center of curvature located on opposite sides of the path, the path being 
provided with an edge formation in a region between the adjacent stages to enhance 
launch of the second substance that is on the outside surface of the curved path of one 
stage towards the outside surface of the oppositely curved, immediately adjacent stage, 
thus increasing interphasic interaction. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
